New ‘Attendance ) 
Rules Announced 


.A committee of students and 
faculty have developed a policy 
for handling absences which be- 


gan functioning with the new © 


term. 

It is necessary for a student to 
have regular attendance in classes 
in order that he may successfully 
complete the course. In order to 
assure students that they do not 
accumulate excessive absences the 
following rules will be enforced 
during the coming school year. 

Absences will be considered ex- 
cessive when they total one more 
than the number of class hours, for 
a full week. The instructor will 
then be notified by the office and 
in ‘turn ‘will bring the matter to 
the attention of the student. 

Afer accumulating absences of 
one more than the number of class 
hours of a two-week period, the 
student and the parent will be 
notified. As a student receives this 
notice, he should discuss the rea- 
sons for his. absences if there are 
any personal problems. 

When the absences total one 

more than the number of class 
hours in a three week period, the 
student will be withdrawn from 
the class by the administration. 
Such action will be final in most 
cases, however, the instructor al- 
ways may. recommend that the 
student be withdrawn before this 
step. - 
If the student and the instruct- 
or feel that he can achieve schol- 
astic success in spite of excessive 
absences, the student may petition 
the Admissions and Guidance Com- 
mittee for a review of his case. If 
the committee then approves it, 
the student may be re-enrolled in 
the class.

Light Brigadé Bugle Charge 


On Capital’s “Hark 


Readers of Tennyson’s “Charge of the Light Brigade 
probably have often wondered just what it was like to be « 
the battlefield at Balaclava October 25, 1854 when a Briti: 
light brigade charged Russian gun emplacements,:a char; 
that meant almost certain death. 


The tension and atmosphere of 
the famous charge were recorded 
for posterity by Thomas Alva Edi- 
son on his new “phonograph” be- 
fore the turn of the century by 
Kenenth Lanfrey, the man who 
sounded the bugle’s charge on that 
memorable October morning. Edi- 
son’s original record has been if- 
corporated into a new long playing 
reeord, “Hark the Years,” narrat- 
éd by Frederick March and with 
musie by Nathaniel Shilkret. .
